Business and industry 
get 
a 
“ black eye'’ in public opinion be­ 
cause of a mistaken impression of 
the size of their profits, Escanaba 
business and 
industrial 
loaders’ 
meeting at the Sherman hotel. 
He blamed newspaper headlines 
for creating a lot 
of 
what 
he 
termed “ false impressions” of pro­ 
fits. 
Phraner said few persons know 
that four out of five businesses 
fold up in their first five years of 
operation. 
He asserted dividends 
by businesses in 1929 
were 
6.6 
per cent of the national income 
while in 1949 they were only 3.7 
per cent. 
No Need for Sliame 
He said business had been so 
criticized for reports of huge pro­ 
fits that m any businessmen now7 
are ashamed of big profits. 
“ They should not be, however,” 
said 
Phraner. 
“ Protits 
reduce 
prices and eventually benefit the 
consumer.” 
He said the profits of 
a 
com­ 
pany go to the stockholder 
who 
risks his capital, to plant expan­ 
sion and to depreciation reserves. 
Russell C. Ross, another speaker 
defended high salaries to company 
executives, asserting workers and 
stockholders profited 
from 
high 
salaried 
executives 
who 
could 
provide more work for 
laborers 
and more profits for stockholders. 
Public Relations 
Ross discussed ways of Indus­ 
trial leaders carrying their stories 
to local groups 
such 
as service 
clubs, churches, PTA, women and 
farm groups 
He told them to tell their stories 
to the groups in terms which most 
interest the individual gatherings. 
He urged them to 
use

Report Critical 
The committee adopted unani­ 
mously a 68-page, often critical 
report drafted by a subcommittee 
headed by Rep. Hardy (l)-Va) on 
the operations and cost of the vet­ 
erans 
administration 
National 
Service Life 
Insurance 
(NSLI) 
program. 
'I lie report described NSIT as 
“more gratuity than insurance.” 
The insurance part of the 
pro­ 
gram protects policyholders only 
againsi normal civilian risk in­ 
volving death or total disability, 
tho report pointed out. 
Tile government, not the insur­ 
ance fund, pays claim determined 
by the VA to be a result of the 
extra hazard of military 
service 
These payments are based on the 
amount of insurance coverage car­ 
ried by an individual. 
Tassajara Misted 
The report said it 
would 
be 
’’more just and more in keeping 
with the principles of Democratic 
government to provide for all who 
may suffer death or total disabil­ 
ity equal protection by gratuitous 
indemnity.” It added: 
The report stressed that existing 
NSLI policies are “definite, ir­ 
revocable contracts” that cannot 
be invalidated by the government. 
Rut it added there is no reason 
why the government cannot set a 
cut-off for taking out NSLI poli­ 
cies and a deadline for converting 
outstanding term policies to a per­ 
manent form of insurance. 
Since passage of the NSLI act in 
1940. it lias cost the taxpayers $5,- 
639,606,107, tho report went on. 
Death claims due to extra hazard 
accounted for $4,042,058,776.

I most bitter strikes, died today af­ 
ter a brief illness. 
Appointed a U. S. labor concili- 
! ator in 1922 Dewey served con­ 
tinuously until 1942, resigning to 
I accept a post as labor consultant 
j with shipyards. 
He was recalled 
I by the U. S. several times to help 
I end crippling production strikes, 
! notably the General Motors walk- 
j out in 1946. 
Dewey had an unusual affinity 
I for being able to talk any man’s 
i language—in the parlor, in 
the 
J shop, or the b a c k room. 
That’s 
1 why his friends said he was so 
successful as a labor peacemaker. 
When no one else could get la­ 
bor and 
management 
together, 
Jim Dewey generally did. 
To his credit were these strike- 
ending projects: 
The walkout of 
175,000

workers at General Motors plants 
in 1946. 
Dewey was called in by 
the government, as a special me­ 
diator, when the strike was more 
than two months old. 
He had la­ 
bor management 
representatives 
together on his second full day on 
the job. 
A 10-day strike at

Ford 
Motor Co. in 1941. 
In 1939, Dewey was named me­ 
diator in negotiations for a new 
contract for the bituminous coal 
industry. 
A deadlock threatened 
a strike of 338,000 soft coal miners 
in John L. Lewis’ union. 
Dewey

Dewey actually started earning 
his reputation as a top mediator

I (TP)—It’s

Infantry Needed Worst 
And today it is American in­ 
fantry that is most needed here—

support. But this is not basically 
an air war. 
Guerrilla troops such 
as 
the 
North Koreans m ake poor targets 
from above. Trying to bomb them 
into submission is like trying to 
wipe out all the ants in a pasture 
by peppering it at night 
with 
a 
I scatter shotgun. 
But many men with rifles can 
; go through these mountain!!, ridge 
j by ridge, and flush out the Reds, 
j who lie hidden in the gullies and 
J valley s. 
The invaders 
do 
have 
more 
I tanks—better tanks—but it isn’t 
I lack of tanks 
that 
has 
chiefly 
i hampered 
the 
Americans 
and 
1 South Koreans. The United Na­ 
tions forces simply have 
lacked 


the manpower to 
form 
a 
solid 
continuous line that can sift out 
the 
infiltrating 
guerrillas 
and 
sweep the Reds back north like a 
rolled-up carpet. 
Not Tank Country 
And someone will have to blow 
a bugle that will bring scores of 
thousands more 
doughboys 
into 
action—or the 
present 
retreats 
will go on until 
the 
line 
goes 
down to the water. 
More modern tanks would be 
welcome. Especially the new pow ­ 
erful 
thick-plated, 
hard-hitting 
General Patton tanks. For tanks 
always bolster 
infantry 
morale. 
But tankm en themselves don’t see 
tanks as the final answer. 
“This is no tank country,” said 
Lf.. John N. Roush, (230 Liberty 
St.) Harrisburg,

neuver. The roads are narrow and
